Who ſees not but that the danceth in a 
nette , whereof, you (my maiſters ) the 
Telirites ſhould haue giuen him betrer ad- 
uice: for if he wereſo honeſt a man , that 
the king himlelfereſtified it; then his Ma- 
ieſtte needed not to haue granted himhis

ſome to the Colommes of France toluffer the 
ſclues to be pulled dowae by the Colommes 
of Spaine, how much more for agallant 


fellowe,who hath ſpilc his blood through al 


the parts of his body for his maiſters ſake,to 


be conſtrayned zo flie for refuge to his enemy, 


for recompence of the ſame: it is {a crucll a 


thing thac the ſmart thereot hath pierced 
the very ſtones, For albcita man ncedene-. 
ucr repent himſeclfe of well doing : yetir 


bercerthen histhar hath done well. 
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No doubt it is a entelus to heare ſtones 

cake : themorerare the thing is then, be- 
cauſc ſothey ſpeake bur ſeldome: ſo much 
the greater attention doe I craue of your 
Maicſhic. ; eſpecially ſeeing they peak 
that which mendarenor.Ihaucoften heard 
many of your good ſubietslamer, becauſe 
you haue reſpeQed and fauoured your cni- 
mies more then your beſt ſeruants : Ypox 
whoſe Loyalty the ſuceſſe of your affaires might 
now and then bring you aduantage.
